CAR SHORTAGE REDUCED. : 


Drops from 148,627 on April 30 to 
33,776 on Aug. 1. 

A review of the work so far aceom- 
plished in its four months’ existence, 
issued by the Railroads“ War Board, an- 
nvunces that on April 30 the car short- 
age throughout the country amounted to 
148,627, on June 30 to 77,144, and on 
Aug. 1 to only 33,776. In the month of 
May the freight service rendered by 
about 75 per cent. of the Class I roads 


was 16.1 per cent. greater than the serv- 
ice rendered in 1916, and this in turn 


was 24 per cent. greater than in 1915. 


This meant, the board calculates, add- 
ing in two years to the freight service 
an amount equal to the freight traffic 
oz Great Britain, France, Russia,. Ger- 
many, and Austria combined. About 
20,000,000 miles of train service a year 
have been saved by eliminating all 
passenger trains not essential to the 
most pressing needs of the country. Im- 
mense savings in cars are reported by 
pooling lake coal and lake ore, and tide- 
water coal. Figures are given showing 
that every freignt car is carrying much 
more goods than it carried last year.
